SuMMERVILLE, VIA Rome, April 27. 
The crowd of sight-seers that is 
ebbing out of this village, and losing itself and 
its noise in the strange and awful silence of the 
forest, as your correspondent writes, gathered 
to witness the hanging of David L. Beck for the 
murder of William Shanlin. 
The terrible thud of the gallows drop still 
sounds in my ears as I write. 
THE HISTORY OF HIS CRIME AND TRIAL. 


About two years ago Mr David Beck, then a 
quiet citizen of Chattooga, was arrested by Mr. 
Shanlin, a constable for the district in which he 
lived. His neighbors were astonished at the arrest 
but inquiry soon developed the fact that Beck 
before he came to Chattooga had been charged 

WITH ROSBING THE GOLD-BOXES 
of the mines around Dahlonega, in Lumpkin 
county. Mr. Shanlin hearing of this charge 
had investigated it, and upen corroboration of 
it, had arrested Beck, an:] prepared to carry him 
to Dahlonega. 

As they were leaving Chattooga, it was dis 
covered that Beck was leaving his wile in a des- 
titute condition, and some creditors unprovided 
for. An arrangement was reached between him- 
self and his captor by which the latter agreed 
to take his crop then growing in the field and 
pay him therefor 

ONE HUNDRED DOLLARS. 

Of this money, Beck says Shaniin agreed to 
pay twenty-five dollars in cash toa creditor, 
and the baiance to his wife, as she might call 
for it. Upon this trade the tragedy that has 
just ended with the disgracefui death of the 
second party is founded. 

Shanlin paid the $25 as agreed to the 
creditor, Mr. Clowdis, and Beck went to his tria! 
in Dahlonega. Skortly after he had gone Mrs. 
Beck called on Shanilin for some money. He 
refused, she says. to let her have any. She rep- 
resented her destitute condition, and he still 
refused. She then went home and offered for 
sale 


A SMALL LOT OF TOBACCO 
that she claimed was cultivated by her own 
hand, and not included in the “crop” sold by 
her husband. Shanlin at once forbid the sale 
of the tobacco, on the ground that it belonged 
tohim. The matter went into court, and was 
finally settled in Mrs.Beck’s right but only after 
the costs and fees had about eaten up the 
proceeds of the sale. Thus affairs went on 
with Mrs. Beck and Shaalin during Beck's 
absence. 

Of course his wife's side of the story only 
reached his ears, and this greatly exasperated 
him, When he finally returned from D:hlonega 
he atonce sought Shanlin, and in an an angry 
way 

DEMANDED THE BALANCE OF THE MONEY. 


Shanlin refused to pay the cash,but @ffered to 
give him his notes for the balance dune. Beck 
refuse i to take the notes, claiming that they 
were worthless. Shanlin asserted that he had 
only agreed to give his notes for the 
$75 in the first place. A bitter quarrel ensued. 
which closed by Beck declaring that Shanlin 
should not have thecrop, and Shan) in swearing 
that he intended to take itanyhow. It is said 
that Shanlin openly denounced Beck through 
the vountry, alleging that he was ‘‘a d—d cow- 
ard,”’ and that he could “take a knife and drive 
him all over the country."’ 

SHOT IN THE CORNFIELD. 


At length the endapproached. One day Shan- 
lin employed a laborer,and taking him with 
him entered Beck's cornfield and began to 
gather the corn. 

Beck heard of it, and hurrying to his house, 
took down his single-barreled shot gun and 
leaded it, pouring a handful of iead b lls upon 
the power. He then went to the field. 
He first encountered the laborer 
who was assisting Shanlin, and ordered 
him to leave the field at once. The man did so, 
and Beck then hurried on to find Shanlin. He 
soon discovered him placking corn a short dis- 
tance off. He drew his gun down deliberately, 
took careful aim, and fired. 

SHANLIN DROPPED IN BIS TRACKS 
as if he had been struck by lightning. His head 
and breast were literally torn to pieces with the 
iead balls. 

Beck was promptly arrested, put on trial and 
convicted. His case was carried to the supreme 
court, and he had all the rights of defense that 
the law allows. At length, the last day ap- 
proached, and an appeal to the governor was all 
that was left the friends of the doomed man. 
His devoted wite, backed by a few friends, made 
earnest and pathetic appeais to the governor, but 
all in yain. 

Up to the very hour of execution to-day, how” 
ever, a sickening anxiety—a terrible hope was 
lodged in the breas’s of the condemned man and 
his friends. It was hoped up to the very last 
moment thata reprieve would be granted, and 
anxious eyes. 

LOOKED ADOWN THE ROAD, 
hoping forthe dustof thecourier bearing a 
reprieve or commutation. All this was vain, 
however. The inexorable end hurried on. and 
the sheriff made preparations for the ghastly 
performance. The crowd was enormous, and 
very eager. Never has this little village been 
so Overrun with people. 
THE GOVERNOR AND THE PARDON. 

The allusion to’ a freprieve or commutation 
that was expected in the above case is based on 
the fact that several of Mr. Beck’s friends, and 
notably his devoted wife,have earnestiy labored 
up to the last moment to get the governor to 
commute the sentence. A number of telegrams 
were s nt to the governor who is now in Wash- 
ington, asking for a commutation. A dispatch 
was receiyvei on Thursiay evening from the 
governor, stating that he could not interfere 
This ended the matter. Mr.Beck was a splendid 
soldier. 


THER LAST SWING. 


Hearing that the governor had not 
returned to Atlanta, and that there was no 
hope for a commutation, Beck was carried from 
the jail to the gallows that was erected about 
one mile from Summerville. Mounting the 
scaffold he said : 

‘‘My young friends, my fate is the certain 
fruit of

I hope you willall take thisasa warning. I 
have been unfortunate and sinned, and have 
sinned deeply, but I believe my sins have been 
forgiven. I don’t dread death, 

NARY BIT NARY BIT. 
I have nothing more to say except that I hope 
to meet you in heaven”’ 

THE SHERIFF'S PART. 

The sheriff then said: “I hope you will all tak~ 
this as a warning that the shot-gun system that 
has been so much in vogue in this county will 
inevitably bring you to the gallows.” After 
touching on the unpleasantness of a sheriff's 
duty, and preising Beck’s conduct as a prisouer. 
he commenced preparing forthe execution

VAN BITE OF LEARNING.

Yesterday afterroon the students of 
Emory college and citizens of Oxford joined in 
memorial services over the graves of the Con- 
federate dead, who sleep “the sleep of the 
brave” in the grove-cemetery of this sylvan 
city. The exercises at Covington, two miles 
distant, occurring in the forenoon, the ceremo- 
nies here always take place in the afternoon and 
are participated in and witnessed by the pa- 
triotic people of both little cities. 


THE RESTING WARBIORS, 


some thirty in number, are interred in a circu: 
lar enclosure in graves shaded by the forest 
trees, and where wild birds come to sing 
their sweetest songs. The fence around the 
place had been newly brightened and the arch 
over the entrance bore the simple and suggestive 
history of the sacred spot: ‘‘Our Soldie:s.”’ 
The grev.s need more careful attention than 
anpears to bave been giventhem. They should 
2ppeal to the labor and affection of these south- 
ern youths yet more strongly thar the observer 
would believe they have during the past year. 
THE CEREMONIES 
were quite impressive. As your reporter reached 
the scene the procession was entering the cem- 
etery, under the direction of the marshal, Mr 
Aiken, a son of Hon Warren Aikeu, of Cariers 
ville, 
The service was opened with prayer by Rev. 
Dr. Haygeod, the president of Emory college. 
A choir present sang a beautiful and appro- 
priate hymn. 
Dr. Haygood introduced to the audience as 
the orator of the day 
MR. LUNDY HARBIS, 
of Atlanta, a graduate of Emory in 1876, and at 
present secretary to Dr. Haygeod. 
Mr. Harris delivered a beautitul and elo- 
quent oration over the remains of 
tne gallant dead. His treatment 
of the theme was boldfand elevating, and his 
remarks were pointed with passages of seauty 
and flights of mch oratory. For one so young 
the effort will rank well among the spoken ! 
tributes of the day throughout the southern 
country. 
An original poem, dedicated to the occasion, 
was then recited by its author, 
MR. W. T. DUMAS, 
of Barnesville, Ga.,and now a etudent of the 
college in the sophomore class. The verses 
gave evidence of true poetic genius and were 
admired by all who heard them. Someof the 
passages were of merit beyond question, He 
told of the com:ng of the war, 
‘* And how red Mars to conflict wheeled his car, 
And incensed squadrons ireful rushed to arms. 
How, stillimcreasing, they pour’d on to war, 
And hills and valleys sent forth loud alarms, 
Like to the winds which rush from hollow caves 
To swell the surge and urge the boist’ruous 
waves ’”’ 
Then of the conflict and the defeat, and the 
p‘ctured fall from his flight of the typical eagle 
ending with the lines : , 
‘** Aerial monarch, how could’st thou aught than 
die 
When Freedom's shrieks re-echoed through the 
sky ?’’ 

Again, the poet spoke of each sleeping hero 
as one— 
“Who thunder d ’mid the iron hail of war, 
Who dared oppression’s engines, belching flame, 
Who felt the influence of the battle star, 
And cut his way with flashing sword to fame ; 
Who wept, as from the field he turn’d a vay, 
But blam’d not Valor that he lost the day !"’ 
He spoke of their entombment in the bo:om 
of Mother Earth, and said : 
“She should repay the humbl’st warrior’s toil 
Who strove to keep her fai: est fields from spoil.’’ 
The close was a suggestion of the song of the 
rhapsodist of the future, telling of this land— 
**‘Where cheeks of flame, and eyes of fire, 
Show souls rot lighted ¢» expire,” 
and in whose historic heavens shine constella- 
tions of hero-spirits, where Lee and Jackson are 
immortalized by fame, and 

‘Stuart, fierce planet, roving high, 

Spreads his red ensign thro’ the sky— 

In splendor rivals glittering Mars— 

And charges ’mid attendant stars !"’ 
This poem was warmly applauded and the 
youth{ul author made the recipient of many 
congratulations. 
Other songs were sung, and wreaths and flow- 
ers were placed upon the tombs.

Lonpon, April 27, 
The Vienna correspondent of the 

Times sends the followi ig on the movements of 
the Russian army: 
The Russian frontier,as fixed by the treaty of 
Paris, extends from Urgheniand Jassy south- 
ward to Bolgrad, ani then making a sharp turn 
coutinues eastward to the Black Sea, the 
whole distance being about 249 miles. Of this 
long line, the last portion, trom Balgrad east- 
ward, is the most ipnportantin an advance, as 
it ig 20 to 30 miles from the Danube, so thaton 
the tolerably good roads which remain 
from the time when the coun- 
try belonged to ._—ictthe Russians, 4 
considerable force can be thrown in a day or 
two into Galatz, Reni, Ismael and Kilia, cover. 
ing the passage of the Danube trom Galatz 
downward. This seems to have been the 
primary object aimed at by the Russian com-~- 
mander, and toa certain extent has been already 
attained. 
Reports speak of six divisions, or three army 
army corps, which were to have passed on this 
sauthern line, this route having always formed 
the main Russia line when operating against 
the lower Danube, It is probable a third of the 
infantry and a Jarge portion of the cavalry have 
already passed or will pags there. 

The other great point of passage is Urgheni, 
where the Russian and Roumanian railways 
join between Urgheni and Bolgrad, There are 
ouly two points on the Pruth, namely, opposite 
the Moldavian towns Husch and Faltzi, which 
can be crossed by infantry and cavalry, and 
both these scem to have been taken advantagé 
of. 

From this line of advance, it may be seen thal 

the left wing of the Russians, which has crossed 

at Bolgrad in the south, and is taking up a posi- 
tion from Galatz downward, will form the pivot 
on which the rest of the army from the nortb 
will wh ‘el along the Moldavian frontier to te 

Danube, that is southward. Two roads throug) 

Midavian are available for this 

movement. The troops who crossed it 


Husch and Faltzi will doubtless use the road, 
which is partially converted into a highway, 
running from Jassy via Vaslui to Berlat, whee 
it branches off on one siile to Galatz and on tse 
ether to rotzchani, Zimnik, Busco and Buch 
rest. 

The right wing, and no doubt almost all tie 
lighter war material, will go f.om Jassy wet- 
ward to the yalley of the _ Sereh, 
along which a railway and a gad 
high road runs down to Fotzchaai, 
although, owing to the railway and these tvo 
high roads through Moidavia, the march of te 
Russian centre and right wing to tne Dantbe 
wili be much facilitated, it must be some werks 
pefore they can be brought to take up posits 
in line with the left wing, and especially befire 
all the material can be brought up, as it mat 
be before a serious advance can be atti mped 
across the Danube. 

This would not of course prevent an oprra- 
tion on the part of the Russians to estabish 
themselves on some point on the right bank of 
the Danube. The most likely point for such a 
preliminary step would seem to be the besd of 
the Danube round Dabrundscher. This part 
of the Danube has not been included by the 
Turksin their line of defense, as lying too 
much out of the way, so that little or ne care 
has been bestowed in strengthening ,Hi‘sva, 
Matchin, Isakische and Tulcha, Sudiéely, 
however, the original plan seems to haveagain 
been changed. Troops and guns have been 
sent, and new entrenchments are erected, but it 
may be doubted whether theyare in a gate to 
make a vigorous defense, uniess, inded, the 
Turks had foundaman who will shew the 
Russians what may be done with a flotilla on 
the river.

ENTERING THE COMBAT. 


Growing Belief that Englahd and 
Austria will be Drawn into it— 
Evpgland Advised by the Thuandecrer 
to Heep Calm but to be Prepared. 


Lonpon, April 27.—England and 
Austria have not requested France to 
join in the question regarding Russia’s 
objects, in consideration of the strained 
relations betweenFrance and Germany 
many. ‘The treaty enables any one of 
three powers { act separately in the 
tulfillment of its terms. The question 
of British activeinteryention may take 
practical shape before the end of next 
week, It is not expected in high quar- 
ters in Lendon that a decision will be 
pressed so soon, though it is anticip:- 
ted that momentous alternative of de- 
claring war against Russia will arise 
very shortly. Tne situation is regarded 
at Vienna as far more urgent than the 
British statesmen seem to admit, and 
it should be remembered that the 
initiative of military action lies with 
Austria. 

The Times in a leading article depre- 
cates the needless panic concerning 
the war, and says: 

“England may have to strengthen 
her fleet ia the Mediterranean and send 
it nearer the scene of action. During 
the Franco German war England had 
deep and real interests to guard, but 
the nation displayed no weak or noisy 
alarm. We assumed that we were per- 
fectly able to defend our interests if 
they were attacked, and meanwhile we 
maintained the strictest neutrality. 
We cannot do better than tollow the 
precedent we then set ourselves. Our 
interests in Turkey are manifold and 
great, but it would be easy to exagger- 
ate them so long as the war keeps 
within certain limits,and at present 
they cannot be compared in importance 
to those of Austria. No doubt the war 
might both in Europe and Asia roll to 
points of greater importance to us than 
to any other state justas the war in 
1870 might have rolled to Antwerp; 
but we have precisely the same securi- 
ty now as we hadthenin self-interest 
ofthe principal combatante. Russia, 
whatever be her faults, has at least a 
peculiarly keen sense of her own inter- 
ests. To presun.e she would absolute- 
ly court a collision with the greatest 
naval power in the world,is to presume 
she would suddenly become as infatua- 
ted as Turkey. 

It is sometimes assumed that Con- 
stantinople might be taken by a dash- 
ing attack, but in reality 1s one of the 
strongest places in the world. The 
Turks might, so long as they command 
the sea, hold it single-handed, and per- 
haps the knowledge of this fact adds 
emphasis to Russia’s declaration that 
she will not siege Constantinople. At 
all events, if sufficiently rebuked, cries 
of undignified alarm and undis- 
guised appeals to ignorant passions, 
this country can afford to regard the 
present contest calmly, for the simple 
reason that it willbe perfectly well 
able to defend its interests when 
they are attacked.

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BEFUDDLING THE PUDDLERS. 
How the Great Unelected Piaces the 

Bait te the Laborer’s Lips, and 

then Deftly Putis it Away. 

W asHINGTON, April 27.—A white and 
black delegation of the labor league of 
the United States called upon the 
president yesterday and read an address 
requesting him to embody in his mes- 
sage to congress, a recommendation for 
an appropriation for internal improve- 
ments, to give employment to idle 
labor ; also to recommend the restora- 
tion of suffrage in the district of Colum- 
bia and the payment of ten thousand 
working men defrauded by contractors 
under the board of public works. The 
president in reply said : 

“This speech is so voluminous and 
the topics so numerous that I would 
not undertake in an unconsidered, 
off-hand sentence to express opinions 
in regard toit. Some of the statements 
of facts perhaps deserve a good deal of 
consideration. Certainly if there are 
20.000 men in this district out of em- 
ployment,ora number of men te whom 
the government owes money, it ought 
to be paid, and congress would be very 
derelict in Sits duty if it is not done. 
As for the general expression of the 
good will you express, [ appreciate it 
and return my thanks yery fully. 
Perhaps this is all 1 desire to say on 
the subject without further considera- 
tion. The rights of all citizens are 
precisely equal before the law, and our 
courts, and the executive departments 
must see that these equal rights are 
maintained, with such assistance as 
congress, and above all the people, can 
give them. The right of suffrage in 
this district is not a question to which 
I have given my consideration. The 
fact is that during the administration 
of Washington and of Jefferson, Madi- 
son and the earlier presidents, suffrage 
was vested in the people of this district 
with regard to local affairs hut pone as 
to the general officers. There have 
been various changes from that time 
to the present.” 

Here Chairman Hadnett of the dele- 
gation interposed the query as to what 
the president thought of that order of 
things as an American principle. The 
president replied: ° 
“We'll not discuss it. It is enough 
to say that whatever you desire upon 
that subject, it is within the power of 
congress to grant. It is not within the 
power of the executive. whether it is a 
voice in the election of a member of 
congress or president. This, of course, 
isa very large question and is to be 
considered in accordance with the 
wishes of the people. I do not know 
what the feelings of the people are upon 
this question. It is not for the pre3i- 
dent to lay down rules for the decision 
of questions of this sort to the people. 
It is sate to leave them to the great body 
of the people. If the people of the 
United States wish to have suffrage in 
this district, I shall not interfere with 
them and should not veto, but would 
sign, any bill on that subject. If there 
is nothing further in regard to this, I 
again return my appreciation of your 
kindness.

| HOW BRAINS PAY. 


The Men in Commerce, Fimance and 
Insurance Who Reeeive Princely 
Salaries. 

New York correspondence of the Cincinnati: En- 

quirer. 

There is no city in the world, it is safe 
to sxy, where business talent commands 
bigher remuneration than right here in 
the metropolis of the western hemis- 
phere. Take a walk with me apy day in 
the centers of the financial, insurance, 
commercial and manufacturing inteiests, 
and I could point out a score or two of 
men whose salaries are over $50,000, 
many more who receive over $25,000 per 
year, and huadreds whose income from 
salary alone runs from $5,000 to $20,000 

Not by any means does the remunera. 
tion depend upon educational advantages 
On the contrary, some of the highest 
priced officials are self-mad2 men with 

common ‘cart horse sense.” Awa 
up town is the superintendent of a large 
pe yp. whose salary is $50,000 
per year. Many years ago he came here 

a povr German sugar-refiner, and worked 

for day’s wages. He was fertile in ge- 

nius, experimented a great deal, and 
valuable discoveries im. the refiuery pro- 
cess. He was rapidly promoted in salary 
and position, and when he received and 
was about to accept a salary of $25,000 
from a rival refinery he was offered $50,- 

000 to remain. The offer was so tempt- 

ing he could not resist it, and there he 

has been for years reaping the reward of 
his genius and luck. 

In the brewery interests I recall per- 
sons whose salaries run away upiato the 
thousands. ‘Two managers of large 
breweries in this city and neighborhood 
are paid $25,000 each, five are paid $15, 
000 each and seven receive $10,000 per 
year. 

Many of our railroad officials receive 
prince'y saleries. Jewett, receiver of 
the Erie gets $50,000; Tcucey, superin- 
tendeat of the New York Central and 
Hudsen River railroad, it is ssid, re 
ceives $20,000; the geweral manager of 
the Pennsylvania railroad is credited 
wiih receiving $75,000; the ‘‘head man” 
of the New York and Boston is paid $35,- 
00, while few _—— managers of lead- 
ing eastern roads receive less than $20,- 


The bank presidents receive enormous 

sums. At least six receive $50,000 per 
year each; nine range from $25,000 to 
$30,000. and a number get from $10,000 
to $5,000. The same is true of the steam- 
ship inierests—a large number of the 
higher officials pocketiog all the way 
from $10,000 to $30,000 per year for their 
services to the corporations they repre- 
sent. 
Life and- fire insurance furnishes a 
fie'd for great expectations on the part of 
those who aspire to become presidents 
and secretaries of companies. At the 
present time, when so much Mee os 
of bad companies is being done, it will 
be interesting to give some figures show- 
ing the salaries paid. The companies 
have always been shy of exposing the 
sums paid their chief officials Fortu- 
nately our state legislature took the mat- 
ter into consideration and forced the 
leading companies to give the inform’- 
tion desired. Three presidents received 
$30,000 or over per year, three $15,000 cr 
over, three* $12,000 and the b: lance run 
from $3, to $11,867. Mr. Hyde cf 
the Equitable life, has had a ‘‘rich pen- 
eer” since 1859, when he began at $1,000. 
In the past eighteen years he has receiv- 
ed $485,904.

A Terrible Calamity—Sixteea Chil- 
dren Burned te Death. 


The Norwegian papers of a late date 
bring us the details of a terrible calamity 
which occurred not long since in the Nor- 
wi = village of Ellingso, near the town 
of Aasiand. It appears that a school- 
master had called the children of the vil 
lage tegether with the object of examin 
iog them, using for this purpose the sec- 
ond floor of a large unfinished log house, 
to which access was gained through a 
window by means of a ladder, the stair- 
case, not being finished. Twenty chil- 
dren hud ass:mbled, and the examiaa- 
tion was nearly concluded, when sud- 
denly the schoolmaster observed heavy 
volumes of smoke penetrating into the 
room, directly followed by flames, en- 
veloping the room in a moment in fire. 
Rushing to the window, the master ob- 
served to his terror that the ladder had 
disappeared, thus cutting off the only 
means of cscspe. Seizing a couple of 
the children, he threw them out of the 
window; but, blinded, suffocating, and 
scorched, he was usa le to get hold of 
any more, and jumped bimself through 
the window, breaking one leg io the 
fall. Ali the men in the village were 
out fishinog, and the women away, thus 
no assistance was possible, and the pver 
children were left to their terrible fate. 
Only four of the whole number es- 
caped—all more or less burned or bruised 
—while sixteen perished, the floor giving 
suddenly away. The origin of the fire 
is unkaown. 

Tae horror, dismay and misery of the 
parents when, om their return, they 
found the charred remains of their 
children, may be more easily under- 
stood than described.

were reports in circulation to the effect 
that various megroes had been illy- 
treated by unknown parties. The 
truth is, these reports had béen made 
to the officers of the United States 
court here, and were in this way 
brought to our attsn'ion. Our report 
cr, in his article upon the subject, was 
careful to make.no charges, but the 
lecture which his report suggested 
to us was addressed particularly 
to the people of Oglethorpe county, 
whom we knew would scorn to engage 
in acrusade against ignorant and de- 
fenseless negroes. As strange as it may 
seem, in the very issue in which the 
editorial of the Echo appears, charging 
us with “propagating falsehoods,” the 
grand jury of thecounty alludeto the 
matter in terms much more severe and 
unequivocal thas those employed by 
our reporter. They repel the “insinu- 
ations contained in certain newspaper 
articles,” but incorporate it in the fol- 
lowing paragraph : 

We cannot consistenUy conclude these pre- 
sentments without expressing our cendemna- 
tion of certaim unlawful acts of violence,recent- 
ly committed in this county, of which we have 
received information without sufficient evidence 
to identify the perpetrators. We deeply deplore 
such gecurrences in our midst, and indignantly 
repel the insinuation contained in certain news- 
paper articles of alate date, reflecting on the 
character of our couutyas an intelligent and 
lawabiding people, and we earnestly request 
every peaceful and order-loving citizen to frown 
upon such lawlessness by whomsoever commit- 
ted, and to assist the lawful authorities in 
bringing the perpetrators to speedy justice; 
thereby showing to every class of our citiz2ns 
phat every one'shall be secure in the exerc se and 
enjoyment of every lawiul right, without need 
to social position 

It will be perceived that the grand 
jury go far beyond Tue ConstiruTiIon 
in their allusions to the troubles in 
Oglethorpe county. We merely print- 
ed certain reports that came to our 
ears, in order that the people of 
Oglethorpe might have an opportunity 
of defending themselves, The mem- 
bers of the grand jury say that “cer- 
tain unlawful acts of violence’ have 
been committed in that county, of 
which they have received information 
without sufficient evidence to identify 
the perpetrators. This cannot possibly 
refer to the negro rioters, for they had 
been identified and _ sentenced. 
Plainly, therefore, the ‘quar- 
rel of the Echo is with the 
grand jury, and not with Tug Consti- 
TUTION ; and if the people of the county 
feel agrieved because we printed mere 
reports, their indignation at the grand 
jury, who publish only facts, must 
know no bounds. But this is not all. 
In the same issue of the Echo,in which 
we are coolly charged with “propagat- 
ing malicious talsehoods,” we find the 
following paragraph : 

Anthony Thaorster, the negro preacher Who 
was 80 severely whipped by a party of diguised 
men near Maxey’s, recet tiy, asks {hat we an- 
nounce to his white friends that from this time 
forward he would prove himself a better man— 
will never again make a political speech, de- 
liver a sermon, or vote a republican’ ticket; 
from henceferth he 1s an unswerving democrat. 
We are glad that Anthony’s eyes are at last 
opened toa proper course for him to pursue, 
but sorry that such “stringent measures’ had to 
be adopted ere he would, as it were, ‘‘be born 
again.’ 


We can inform these “disguised men 
near Maxey’s,” that the democratic 
party of Georgia is not now and 
never has been in such a strait as to 
need the services of recruits as severely 
drilled as the poor negro preacher 
whose manifesto we huye printed 
above.

The revurns from each post- 
office were made by sworn officers of 
tLe government, and they were com- 
piled under the direction of the gener- 
al superintendent of the railway mail 
service. The figures come to us in the 
utmost authentic official form ; and if 
they puncture the claims of certain 
cities, those cities should blame, not 
their modest neighbors, but. the post- 
office department. 

Let us turn to the figures of the four 
consecutive weeks in the busy season. 
The following table gives all the foot- 
ings for cities in the cotton belt that 
appear in the table:

This table shows that the Atlanta 
office handles more pounds of “origi- 
nal”’ mail matter than any other office 
among the cotton fields. After Atlanta 
came New Orleans, Nashyille and Rich- 
mond, in the order given. None of the 
other cities of the south are within 
“hailing distance.”’” We do not feel 
puffed up by the story that the official 
figures tell ; but we do feel that Atlan- 
ta’s modesty has been a trifle excessive 
—that she has permitted other towns, 
on account of the amount of cotton that 
is shot through them or otherwise, to 
belittle her importance asa trade cen- 
ter—thatin shortshe has not blown 
her own horn. The truth has howey- 
er come out and justice is about to be 
meeted out. 

The same table shows that Atlanta 
is only outranked in the country by 
Albany, Baltimore, Boston, Chicago. 
Cincinnati, Cleveland, Detroit, Louis- 
ville, Milwaukee, New York, Philadel- 
phia, Pittsburg, St. Louis, San Fran- 
cisco and Washington—making Atlanta 
the sixteenth town of these United 
States in the average weight of mail 
matter handled daily.

THE RUSSIAN FLEET. 


The grand duke Alexis and Soldene 
must part, and the snobs 
of New York will soon look in 
vain for invitations to breakfast on 
board the royal flag ship; for the Rus- 
sian fleet must leave our waters. We 
are at peace with Turkey, and we can 
not permit the Russian vessels to re- 
main in our harbors beyond a reasona- 
ble time after the declaration of hostil- 
ities without violating that doctrine of 
strict and severe neutrality which the 
the United States urged upon 
Great Britain at Geneva, 
and which tonk the form of the Geneva 
award. 

The rules of neutrality are, that in 
time of war the belligerents’ vessels 
may harbor in the port of a neutral 
under stress of weather as long as hu- 
manity requires. The neutral can re- 
ceive the vessel of a belligerent in its 
ports only upon these conditions: 
First, Provided that the armament of 
a ship and its supplies have not been 
increased in the neutral territory ; sec- 
ond, Provided that the ship shall leave 
as soon as pessible, and does not carry 
in general more than one-half or one- 
third of a complete cargo of coal, if a 
steamer; third, ‘Chat it does not return 
to the port of the neutral until it has 
has touched at the port of a belligerent. 

Under these general rules and prin- 
ciples the Russian fleet will find it 
necessary to soon leave the harbors of 
the United States, provided it retains 
its armament. Any of the yessels of 
the fleet, howeyer, can remain as long 
as they please pending the war, if they 
land their guns on the pier with the 
intent to disarm. These rules do not 
apply to commercial vessels or to a war 
vessel which has removed its arma- 
ment,

THE CONVENTION CANVASS. 


Is the Homestead too Large?—The 
Question Argued at Length. 


Columbus Times. 


Mr. Cox, of LaGrange, made a speech 
in Hamilton last week in favor of a 
convention, Of course he spoke against 
the homestead. His argument upon 
this question take to be the most con- 
siderable yet made. The principle of 
the homestead 1s correct, no doubt. It 
is wise, just and humane. All this, 
Mr, Cox admits. For my part J would 
nét argue with the bigot who denied it. 

But, says Mr. Cox: “Our homestead 
is a rich man ’sand not a poor man x 
homestead.” If this be true, it is 
fatal objection. Whatever is for the 
rich, and against the poor, ought to be 
abolished from the face of the earth— 
speedily, utterly. No man, I think, 
would be readier tl.an I to invoke fire 
“from that Heaven which hates fraud,” 
for the destruction of anything that 
favors the rich and oppresses the poor. 
But let us see what there isin this ob- 
jection. 

The intention of the homestead is 
the protection and support of the fam- 
ily against the misfortune or impru- 
dence of the husband. It is intended 
to secure to the family the means of 
support. Now the average family con- 
sists of the husband, wife and four 
children. The question therefore is, is 
three thousand dollars worth of rea! and 

ersonal property more than enough to 
fa rnish a decent support for such a fsm- 
ily? To state the proposition is to 
answer it. 

Let any farmer say if, with the 
amount now allowed by the homestead 
he is able, after he has done his very 
best, to make more than even a scanty 
support. Itis. fact known to many, 
but not sufficiently well known, that 
the small farmers of Georgia ‘work 
harder, and are worse housed, worse 
clothed, «nd worse fed than any class 
in the state except the agricultural 
laborers. Let some of these lawyers 
and merchants and capitalists who 
want a convention to reduce the home- 
stead to fifty acres of land fora man 
and his wife, and five acres additional 
for each child—let them go out and 
work fora livingon two hundred acres 
of land, with two or three head of stock 
to cultivate it awhile, and they will be 
ready to proclaim from the housetops 
until they are hoarse “No Conven- 
tion!” “No reduction of the home- 
stead !” 

But it is said that some people pro- 
tect too much iand under the home- 
stead—in some ceses as much as four 
or five hundred acres. In thac case the 
land must be poor, and consequently 
more of itis required. Certainly if the 
officers whose business it isto value 
the land do their duty—and this they 
can be compelied to do by the creditors; 
no man can have set apart more than 
the value of $2,000. Take some portions 
of this state, the vallev of the Etowah 
for example; suppose a farmer wants a 
homestead tbhere—the land is worth 
from twenty-five to fifty dollars per 
acre—-he would get a homestead of 
from forty to fi ty acres—by uo means 
too large. 

Mr. Cox, with reason, praises the 
system of smal! farms in Fran ce. Well, 
when our lands become as pro ductive 
and as valuable as the lands in France 
our homestead will secure only smatl 
farms in Georgia. But, though noth. 
ing could possibly be farther from the 
truth, even suppo.e it was desirable at 
present to cut up our land into fifty 
acre farms, would the reduction of the 
homestead secure ‘he resuit? Not at 
all. I will show what would be the 
result. Jones has two hundred acres 
of land; he has been unfortunate, got 
in debt ; in plain language, the capi- 
talist aud provision merchant have 
robbed him. Well, t e homestead al- 
lows him only fifty acres. Mr. Cox’s 
idea 1s, that he would sell fifty to an 

emigrant, fifty to a thrifty laborer, and 
the other 50 to somebody else, and thus 
we should have four pretty little ideal 
farms. The reply 1s, the emigrant is 
not there, the thrifty laborer is not 
there ; but somebody else is there; and 
he is no other than the capitalist or 
provision merchant aforesaid; and he 
will get the whole hundred and fifty 
more ; and from Brown as much more 
—and so on tiil soon or late he will 
have a plantation of many a thousand 
acres, aud the children of Jones, Smith 
and Brown will cultivate it for hi.n. 
Oh, yes! we shall have small farms 
then with a vengeance. We shall have 
a miserable, bobtail, parvenu, bastard, 
landed aristocracy, with hearts in their 
bellies and brains in their pockets, and 
the children and grand-children of the 
honest —— of Georgia wiil be their

CUTTING DOWN COTTON FOR CORN, 
**Will the acreage of the corn crop be much 
increased by the circular sent out by the com- 
missioners two weeks ago?” we asked. 
“Very much greater. In that 
circular Dr. Janes called attention tothe fact 
that owing to the European war it is likely that 
cora woald go up and cotton down. We re- 
ceived on yesterday a letter from Dr. J. Roswel] 
King, of Roswell, announcing that he and « 
number of his neighbors, upon the receipt of 
that circular, immediately turned fields pre- 
pared for cotton into corn fields. -I think we 
have received net less than fifty letters of the 
same sort, The acreage of corn was increased 
immensely bythatcircular. In fact, the saying 
effec'ed by that alone would more than pay the 
expenses of this department a year.”’ 
A MANUAL OF HOG BAISING. 
“We shail issue in a short time @ 
manual of hog raising in Georgia, which 
will be similar to the one issued on sheep rais- 
ing some time since. That manual, we are con- 
fident, has increased sheep culture fifty per cent 
since it was issued. It is demonstrated in that 
manuai to be an exceedingly profitable. busi- 
ness. A great many farmers into whose hands 
it fell at once turned their attention to sheep. 
We get calis for the circular from Maine to Cal 
ifornia, and we believe it has fairly started a 
movement that will whiten the pine barrens of 
southern Georgia with ficeeces in a few years 
If it was not for dogs, every farmer in Georgia 
would have a flock of sheep. 
As for the manual on hogs, that will be quite 
as interesting and as conclusive as the other. 
We have some very important facts. 
I notice that more attention is already paid 
to hog raising than ever before. There is a 
greatly increased demand for chufas, ground 
nuts, goobers, artichokes, etc. These may be 
called hog crops. Hogs can be fed on them 
until about two weeks before they are killed 
and then they should be hardened off on corn. 
All Georgia farmers should raise their own 
meat. Hogs need never be fed in Georgia if 
you raise these chufas, etc., forthem and give 
them green pasturage, such as rye and barley.

A Pian by Which we may Secure 
Immigration and Direct — 
Knocking at the Door. 


Captain Paine: As you are the sec- 
retary of the Georgia land, immigration and 
navigation company,I wish you would give 
me some of the details of this company, its ob- 
jects, advantages and prospects. 
“It will afford me much pleasure to do so, but 
ean only give you a synopsis of its objects, and 
the great benefit it will be to our state in par- 
ticular,and the south generally, but to give 
you full details it would take yolumes.

Smith intended to recommend 
his message t » the legislature to give a sub- 
sidy toa steamship company to inaugurate a 
line of steamers between Europe and a seaport 
of Georgia, which our greatest statesmen have, 
for the past forty years, been so strenuously ad- 
vocating, and our legislatures previous to the 
war appropriated money forits inauguration. 
lt is probably known to but few that the legis 
lature of 1860 passed a law appropriating $100, 
000 per annum for five years, making $500,000 as 
a subsidy to any line of steamers that would 
run a line of first-class steamers from Europe 
to Savannah. That law is still in force and 
the governor could to-day, by that act, which 
runs until 1885, contract with any line of 
steamers from Savannah te Europe, The com- 
pany that made the proposition to Gov. Smith, 
and which he sostrongly urged in his message, 
and their offer he accepted and the subsidy 
asked for, $60,000 for three years, should be 
granted. That steamship company made most 
favorable propositions; one of which was that 
all immigrants that would settie in Georgia 
should be brought over at half the rates charged 
between Liverpool and New York, which would 
be ab ut $17 50 each. Several of the railroads 
agreed to carry such immigrants and their fur- 
niture who would settle on their line or any o 
its connections, to their home free. A bill was 
before the legislature to grant that subsidy, and 
was referred to one of its committees.

You subscribe one thousand 
acresof it at one dollar, and get $1,000 for it in 
stock, all lands being taken at the same relative 
value; say We have 100,000 acres taken at one 
doliar, and we will sell it at five doliars. We 
will get $500,000 on a credit of ten years, with 
interest at eight per cent perannum, You get 
your proportion of the profit or five dollars per 
acre for your land less the expenses of the com- 
pany; say probably ten percent.

We will provide them with cheap 
transportation, take charge of them on arrival 
and convey them to their farms. We will put 
up a portable saw mill and cut sufficient lumber 
for the necessary building for the twenty fami- 
lies, will transport our sa w mill from one locality 
to another and do thefame.
